Under  the  proposed  article,  the  age  limit  could  be  reduced  to  65  years  old,  the  income 
limit  could  be  increased  up  to  not  more  that  $20,000  for  a single  person  and  $30,000  for  a 
married  couple  and  the  asset  limit  could  be  increased  up  to  $40,000  for  a single  person 
and  $55,000  for  a married  couple.

Clause  17D  currently  allows  for  an  exemption  of  up  to  $175.00  for  surviving  spouses  of  minor 
children  occupying  a property.  Clauses  22,  22A,  22B,  22C,  22D  and  22E  currently  allow  for 
veterans  exemptions  of  various  types  and  amounts  between  a maximum  of  $250  and  $950. 
Clause  37A  currently  allow’s  for  an  exemption  of  up  to  $500  for  a blind  person  owning  and 
occupying  a property.  Clause  41 C currently  allows  for  an  exemption  of  up  to  $500  for  elderly 
persons  owning  and  occupying  a property.  Each  clause^as  certailr^gibili^requirements  that 
must  be  satisfied  to  receive  the  exemption  and  only  raq^^e  of  exemptjdric^  be  granted  for 
each  property.

The  established  frontyard  setback  shall  be  determined  by  averaging  the  frontyard 
setbacks  of  the  two  (2)  adjacent  principle  structures  on  each  side  of  the  subject  lot 
measured  from  the  fiont  building  wall  of  the  adjacent  stmctures  to  the  property 
line  along  the  street  For  the  purposes  of  this  provision,  lots  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  adjacent  even  if  separated  by  a street  or  public  easement  For  lots  located  at

Council  on  Aging  Annual  Report -FY  2005  " 

There  are  3.200  Newburyport  residents  over  age  60.  This  was  the  year  that  the  baby  boomers  began  turning  60.  There  are 
6,334  of  them  in  Newburyport. 

The  mission  of  the  Council  on  Aging  is  to  advocate  for  Newburyport’s  older  adults,  to  identify  their  needs,  to  develop  and 
implement  services  to  meet  their  health,  economic,  social  and  cultural  needs,  to  encourage  maximum  independence,  and  to 
improve  their  quality  of  life.  A variety  of  programs  were  offered  in  support  of  the  mission.  These  include  transportation 
(7,354  rides  were  provided  to  356  individuals  during  FY’2005);  health  clinics  for  blood  pressure,  cholesterol  screening,  flu 
shots,  hearing  tests,  and  podiatry;  exercise  and  dance  classes;  application  assistance  for  housing,  home  care  services,  tax 
form  preparation,  food  stamps,  fuel  assistance  and  health  and  disability  insurance  (the  new  Medicare  Part  D program  was 
especially  problematic  and  time  consuming);  support  groups  for  legally  blind  elders;  weekly  bingo  and  bridge  parties;  a book 
club,  a trips  program,  and  knitting  (589  hand  made  pieces  were  donated  during  FY  2005  to  the  Seacoast  Birth  Center  and 
the  Sub-Acute  Unit  at  the  Anna  Jaques  Hospital).  A monthly  newsletter  was  distributed  every  month,  and  telephone  calls  to 
the  Council  on  Aging  seeing  information  averaged  849  each  month  during  FY  2005. 

Council  on  Aging  administrative  office  is  located  in  the  Salvation  Army  building.  Council  on  Aging  programs  expanded  into 
two  more  satellite  locations  during  FY  2005  - the  Anna  Jaques  Hospital  and  Mem'mack  Place.  The  other  places  where 
Council  on  Aging  programs  are  located  are  at  the  Elks  Hall,  The  Newburyport  Library,  and  People's  United  Methodist 
Church  on  Purchase  Street. 

The  Council  on  Aging  staff  consists  of  a full-time  Director,  a full-time  Administrative  Assistant,  a part-time  (grant  funded) 
Outreach  Worker,  and  3 van  drivers.  There  are  45  volunteers  participating  in  12  different  programs.' 

Collaborations  continue  with  the  Merrimack  Valley  Legal  Services,  Northern  Essex  Elder  Transport  (transportation  to  out-of- 
town  destinations).  Community  Action  (fuel  assistance  and  weatherizati'on  programs).  Elder  Sen/ices  of  the  Mem'mack 
Valley  (home  care  and  protective  service  programs,  job  training  and  health  clinics),  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs 
(health  insurance  counseling,  and  the  annual  Formula  Grant),  AARP  (income  tax  counseling),  Merrimac  Valley  Nutrition 
Program  (congregate  and  home-delivered  meals).  Home  Health  Care  (public  health  nursing  and  flu  clinics),  Massachusetts 
Commission  for  the  Blind  (low  vision  support  group).  The  Community  Needs  Task  Force,  TRIAD  (RUOK,  Yellow  Dot,  File  of 
Life),  The  Massachusetts  Association  of  Councils  on  Aging,  and  the  Merrimac  Valley  Council  on  Aging  Directors 
Association.  The  FRIENDS  of  Newburyport  Council  on  Aging  continues  to  seek  funding  for  a senior  center,  and  has 
undertaken  a very  successful  collaboration  with  the  COA  on  an  expanded  trips  program.

The  Newburyport  Conservation  Commission  is  delegated  vvdth  the  primary  responsibility  of 
administering  and  enforcing  the  Massachusetts  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (General  Laws  Chapter 
131,  Section  40),  the  Newburyport  Wetlands  Ordinance,  and  for  the  administration  of  the 
Agricultural  Preservation  Restriction  Program  within  the  City  of  Newburyport. 

In  the  performance  of  these  duties,  the  Commission,  over  the  course  of  26  public  meetings, 
conducted  public  hearings  on  41  Notices  of  Intent.  From  these,  40  were  approved  subject  to 
appropriate  conditions,  1 was  vdthdrawn,  9 Amended  Orders  of  Conditions  were  issued,  and 
none  were  denied.  There  was  1 Abbreviated  Notice  of  Intent  and  1 Abbreviated  Notice  of 
Resource  Area  Delineation  filed  with  the  Commission.  The  Commission  received  10  Requests 
for  Determination  of  Applicability  of  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  issuing  9 Negative  and  1 
Positive  Determinations.  The  Commission  issued  2 Extensions  of  Order  of  Conditions  and  17 
Certificates  of  Compliance. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  generated  funds  from  filing  fees  established  by  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP).  As  established  by  legislation,  these  funds  have 
been  placed  in  a separate  account  to  be  appropriated  only  for  conservation  purposes. 

At  the  present  time,  there  are  six  members  of  the  Newburyport  Conservation  Commission.

The  Newburyport  Planning  Board  is  delegated  with  the  responsibility  of  administering 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  41  Section  81  A-GG;  Municipal  Planning  and  Subdivision 
legislation  and  M.G.L.  40  A,  the  adoption  of  Zoning  Ordinances  for  the  City  of  Newburyport. 
The  establishment  of  Planning  Boards  was  authorized  by  legislature  under  the  provisions  of 
section  81-A  of  M.G.L.,  Ch.  41.  Planning  Boards  are  responsible  for  all  planning  functions 
within  the  municipality. 

In  the  course  of  theses  duties,  the  Planning  Board  held  24  Public  Meetings  in  FY  2005.  During 
the  year  the  Planning  Board  did  not  hold  any  public  hearings  for  Definitive  Subdivision  Plans. 
(6)  Six  public  hearings  were  held  for  Site  Plan  Review  and  the  Planning  Board  endorsed  (7) 
seven  Approval  Not  Required  (ANR)  plans  which  created  (1)  one  buildable  lot,  and  adjusted  lot 
lines  on  (6)  six  properties.  The  Planning  Board  voted  to  approve  (7)  seven  plans  under  Section 
VI-C  of  the  Newburyport  Zoning  Ordinance,  which  allowed  for  (7)  seven  new  housing  units.  (1)

Property  Taxes:  Property  taxes  are  the  major  source  of  revenue  for  the  City.  The  total  amount  levied  is  subject  to  certain  limits 
prescribed  by  law;  for  a description  of  those  limits  see  "PROPERTY  TAXATION-Property  Tax  Limitation"  above.  In  fiscal  2005 
property  taxes  totaled  $31 .255,457  or  72%  of  General  Fund  Revenues. 

State  Aid:  ’!  The  Commonwealth  provides  financial  assistance  to  dties  and  towns  for  current  purposes.  Payments  to  cities  and 
tovms  are  derived  primarily  from  a percentage  of  the  State's  personal  income,  sales  and  use,  and  corporate  excise  tax  receipts, 
together  with  the  net  receipts  from  the  State  Lottery.  A municipality’s  state  aid  entitlement  is  based  on  a number  of  different 
formulas,  of  which  the  "schools"  and  "lottery"  formulas  are  the  most  important.  Both  of  the  major  formulas  tend  to  provide  more 
state  aid  to  poorer  communities.  None  of  the  major  local  aid  programs  has  a termination  date  under  existing  law  and  while  a 
formula  might  indicate  that  a particular  amount  of  state  aid  is  owed,  the  amount  of  state  aid  actually  paid  is  limited  to  the  amount 
appropriated  by  the  state  legislature.  In  fiscal  2005  distributions  from  the  state,  exclusive  of  grants  for  capital  projects,  totaled 
$7,702,035  or  17%  of  General  Fund  Revenues.  In  fiscal  2006,  state  aid  is  estimated  to  be  $8,197,721 

In  the  fall  of  1986,  both  the  State  Legislature  (by  statute  repealed  as  of  July  1, 1999)  and  the  voters  (by  initiative  petition)  placed 
limits  on  the  grov\^  of  state  tax  revenues.  Although  somewhat  different  in  detail,  each  measure  essentially  limited  the  annual 
growth  in  state  tax  revenues  to  an  average  rate  of  growth  in  wages  and  salaries  in  the  Commonwealth  over  the  three  previous 
calendar  years.  If  not  amended,  the  remaining  law  could  restrict  the  amount  of  state  revenues  available  for  state  aid  to  local 
communities. 

Motor  Vehicle  Excise:  An  excise  is  imposed  on  the  registration  of  motor  vehicles  (subject  to  exemptions)  at  the  rate  of  $25  per 
$1,000  of  valuation.  The  excise  Is  collected  by  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  municipality  in  which  the  vehicle  is  customarily  kept. 
Valuations  are  determined  by  a statutory  formula  based  on  manufacturer’s  Ost  price  and  year  of  manufacture.  Bills  not  paid  when 
due  bear  interest  at  12  per  cent  per  annum.  Provision  is  also  made  for  non-renewal  of  the  owner’s  operating  license  or 
registration  by  the  registrar  of  motor  vehicles.  The  Cit/s  fiscal  2005  excise  tax  receipts  totaled  $2,1 50,006. 

Water  Rates  and  Services:  The  City’s  Water  Department  provides  water  services  to  most  residential.  Industrial  and  commercial 
users  within  the  City,  and  charges  them  on  the  basis  of  metered  consumption.  Beginning  in  fiscal  2006,  this  fund  will  be 
accounted  for  in  an  enterprise  fund.  In  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  2005,  water  operating  revenues  were  $2,748,102  and 
expenditures,  including  debt  service,  were  $2,720,671 . Water  service  Is  provided  to  virtually  all  of  the  City,  except  for  Plum  Island. 
As  of  January  1 , 2005,  water  rates  are  $2.60  per  100  cubic  feet  for  the  first  6,000  cubic  feet  of  usage  and  $3.10  for  usage  over 
6,000  cubic  feet  Customer  service  charges  determined  by  the  size  of  the  service  and  frequency  of  billing  range  from  $17.50  to 
$184.80  per  billing  period  are  in  addition  to  the  water  rate.  These  services  are  billed  semi-annually  based  on  the  operation  and 
maintenance  costs  of  the  department.  The  City  sets  its  water  rates  to  recover  all  operational  costs  and  debt  service. 

Sewer  Rates  and  Services:  The  City’s  Sewer  Department  provides  sewer  services  to  most  residential.  Industrial  and 

commercial  users  within  the  City,  charging  them  on  the  basis  of  water  consumption.  Beginning  in  fiscal  2006,  this  fund  will  be 
accounted  for  in  an  enterprise  fund.  In  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  2005,  sewer  operating  revenues  were  $3,733,242  and 
^expenditures,  including  debt  service,  were  $3,434,985.  Virtually  all  of  the  City  is  sewered,  except  for  Plum  Island.  As  of  January 
1, 2005,  sewer  rates  are  $50  for  the  first  1000  cubic  feet  and  $5.50  per  100  cubic  feet  of  water  consumption  and  these  services 
are  billed  semi-annually.  The  City  sets  its  sewer  rates  to  recover  all  operational  costs  and  debt  service. 

Room  Occupancy  Tax:  In  1985  the  State  legislature  made  available  a room  occupancy  excise  tax  as  an  additional  source  of 
revenue  for  municipalities,  effective  July  1,  1986.  Under  this  tax,  local  governments  may  tax  the  provision  of  hotel,  motel  and 
lodging  house  rooms  at  a rate  not  to  exceed  four  percent  (4%)  of  the  cost  of  renting  such  rooms.  The  tax  is  paid  by  the  operator 
of  the  hotel,  motel  or  lodging  house  to  the  State  Commissioner  of  Revenue,  who  in  turn  pays  the  tax  back  to  the  municipality  In 
which  the  rooms  are  located  in  quarterly  distributions.  . The  City  has  levied  the  full  4%  as  permitted  under  the  law.  The  City 
received  distributions  fi'om  this  tax  in  fiscal  2005  in  the  amount  of  $52,217. 

Other:  Other  sources  of  revenues  for  the  City  in  fiscal  2005  include  net  investment  income  of  $178,864.  Departmental  and  other 
sources  of  revenues,  such  as  licenses  and  permits  totaled  $1 ,662,853  in  fiscal  2005.

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FREE  CASH 


Under  Massachusetts  law  an  amount  known  as  "free  cash"  is  certified  as  of  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal  year  by  the  State  Bureau 
of  Accounts  and  this,  together  with  certain  subsequent  tax  receipts,  is  used  as  the  basis  for  subsequent  appropriations  from 
available  funds,  which  are  not  required  to  be  included  in  the  annual  tax  levy.  Subject  to  certain  adjustments,  free  cash  is  surplus 
revenue  (or,  in  the  City’s  case.  Unreserved  Fund  Balance)  less  uncollected  and  overdue  property  taxes  from  prior  years.

STABILIZATION  FUNDS 

In  FY2004,  the  Massachusetts  State  Legislature  passed  new  legislation  allowing  cities  and  towns  to  establish  multiple 
stabilization  funds  for  specific  purposes.  These  funds  earn  interest  and  require  approval  from  the  Mayor  and  a two-thirds  vote  of 
the  City  Coundl  before  monies  can  be  spent  As  result  of  this  new  provision  in  the  law,  the  City  established  three  stabilization 
funds:  the  General  Stabilization  Fund  for  major  emergencies  and  catastrophic  events,  the  Capital  Improvements  Stabilization 
Fund  for  major  renovations,  construction,  and  repairs  to  City  buildings  and  property,  and  the  Budget  Reserve  Stabilization  Fund 
for  unforeseen  operational  expenses  not  included  in  the  City  Budget.

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RETIREMENT  PLAN 


The  City  has  a contributory  retirement  system  that  is  partially  funded  by  employee  contributions.  The  City's  method  of 
funding  for  the  contributory  plan  is  a combination  of  required  pay-as-you-go  contributions  and  optional  funding  of  certain 
past  service  costs  based  on  an  actuarial  valuation.  Funding  for  the  non  contributory  pension  plan  is  primarily  on  a 
pay-as-you-go  basis.  The  pay-as-you-go  amounts  are  legal  obligations  of  the  municipality  and  are  required  to  be 
included  in  its  annual  tax  levy.  The  retirement  system  covers  substantially  all  municipal  employees  except  school 
teachers,  whose  pensions  are  paid  by  the  Commonwealth.  The  annual  required  contributions  of  the  City  to  the 
retirement  system  for  the  following  fiscal  years  are:

The  actuarial  liability  of  the  contributory  retirement  system  on  January  1,  2004  was  approximately  $59,174,516  and  the 
value  of  accrued  net  assets  of  the  contributory  retirement  system  was  approximately  $30,268,510.  The  unfunded 
pension  benefit  obligation  was  $28,906,006. 

The  foregoing  data  do  not  include  the  retirement  systeni  costs  or  liabilities  of  any  larger  entity,  such  as  the  county,  of 
which  the  municipality  Is  a constituent  part  and  for  which  the  municipality  is  assessed  a share  of  expenses. 

In  addition  to  pension  benefits,  cities  and  towns  may  provide  retired  employees  with  payments  for  a portion  of  their  health 
care  and  life  insurance  benefits.  These  benefit  payments  are  generally  provided  on  a pay-as-you-go  basis. 


EMPLOYEE  RELATIONS 

The  City  presently  employs  approximately  649  full-time  and  part-time  workers,  357  of  whom  are  employed  by  the  school 
department.  33  by  the  water  and  sewer  departments,  34  by  the  fire  department,  35  by  the  police  department,  and  the 
balance  by  various  other  departments  of  the  City.  City  employees  (other  than  confidential  employees)  are  entitled  to  join 
unions  and  to  bargain  collectively  on  questions  of  wages,  hours,  and  other  terms  and  conditions  of  employment. 
Approximately  520  employees  belong  to  collective  bargaining  groups.  The  following  table  provides  information  regarding 
the  various  unions  which  represent  City  employees.

COMMUNITY  PRESERVATION  ACT  - - 


The  Massachusetts  Community  Preservation  Act  (the  “CPA"),  permits  cities  and  towns  that  accept  its  provisions  to  levy  a 
surcharge  on  its  real  property  tax  levy  and  to  receive  state  matching  funds  for  the  acquisition,  creation,  preservation, 
rehabilitation  and  restoration  of  open  space,  historic  resources  and  affordable  housing.  The  provisions  of  the  CPA  must 
be  accepted  by  the  voters  of  the  city  or  town  at  an  election  after  such  provisions  have  first  been  accepted  by  either  a 
vote  of  the  legislative  body  of  the  city  or  town  or  an  initiative  petition  signed  by  5%  of  its  registered  voters. 


The  City  has  accepted  the  Act  and  set  the  rate  at  2%  minus  certain  exemptions.  The  City  implemented  the  program  in 
fiscal  2004  and  has  revenues  as  shown  below.
